Deplore Local 
Reapportionment

Local Republicans gathered 
in San Marino Wednesday 
night to plan a political coun¬ 
ter attack on the reapportion¬ 
ment plans recently an¬ 
nounced by the Legislature. 

Within 40 days the Repub¬ 
licans intends to collect 346,- 
000 signatures statewide to 
qualify a referendum to ap¬ 
peal this plan that rearranges 
the state’s Assembly, Sen¬ 
ate and Congressional dis¬ 
trict boundaries. They plan 
to have Ronald Reagan be 
the first to sign the petition. 

The Republicans, in the 
words of Assemblyman Dick 
Mountjoy, feel that “The 


Democrats have completely 
disenfranchised the people of 
California” because the plan 
makes a “mess” out of the 
voting districts on the state. 
For example, Altadena can 
no longer be fairly repre¬ 
sented, since under the reap¬ 
portionment plan their city 
falls under the district of 
Bakersfield. 

Furthermore, since the 
Democrats constructed the 
plan to their own advantage, 
Mountjoy fears “California 
will come to be ruled by 
one party with little or no 
chance of opposition.”

In addition, he said, the 
company will offer more local 
material, more old local ori¬ 
gination, a community bul¬ 
letin board, consumer shop¬ 
ping channel. Later perhaps 
they will offer burglar alarm 
surveillance to interact with 
the local police service.

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Crime preys 

The Crime Prevention Center of the State 
of Caiifornia has recentiy issued a reiease 
concerning the “Williamson Gang.” Sounds 
somewhat like the gangs we’ve seen featured 
In the movies, but this one goes door-to-door 
Instead of holding up the stage coach. 

We’re warned that this group of home 
repair fraud con artists visit almost every state 
in the country each spring, summer and fall. 
“Over the years, American consumers have 
been bilked out of millions of dollars a year 
by this group,” Attorney General George 
DeukmeJIan, charges. 

There are about 300 adult members and 
associates whose schemes include the sale of 
cheap, domestic, machine-made products 
misrepresented as “oriental rugs,’’ fine 
woolens, “Irish lace made by my own grand¬ 
mother,” barn painting with a “paint” that 
washes off with the first rain. 

The contemporary Williamson Gang 
specializes In fraudulent roof repair, driveway 
sealing or repair, fraudulenttermiteextermlna- 
tion and tree trimming. 

The victim is usually a retired, middle- 
class homeowner over 60 years of age who 
cannot see or hear well enough to under¬ 
stand what repairs are being offered. The 
price quoted sounds low and appears de¬ 
sirable. Some victims are reluctant to admit 
they’ve been taken and consequently only a 
small percentage of the total offenses are re¬ 
ported. 

Typical of roof repairs are irresponsible 
claims made by gang members about the 
sealing products they use which are legitimate 
commercial products that have been diluted 
with crank case oil and aluminum paint. 

Roofs are sprayed within less than an hour 
and In most Instances whatever Is on the roof 

— leaves and twigs — is sprayed also. 

They use the same roofing material for 
repairing driveways. 

When pruning trees they offer to do the 
Job at an extremely low price. When the Job is 
finished, the victim Is informed that the price 
previously quoted was by the branch and not 
for the whole tree. 

Men and young boys In the gang usually 
select older neighborhoods. Often, the young 
boy makes the first contact by explaining 
that hts “daddy” has some asphalt left over 
from a nearby Job and would the- lady like to 
have her driveway repaired or paved. 

Despite the reassuring appearance of the 
truck with its magnetic sign and equipment, the 
Job Is usually done shoddily and always Inef¬ 
fectively. 

If approached by a person you believe may 
be Involved in home repair fraud, you should: 

— Make sure your home needs repair before 
you allow work to be done. 

— Don’t contract to have a Job done immedi¬ 
ately. Think about it. 

— Ask for proper Identification, building con 

— Ask for proper identification, building con¬ 
tractor’s license and a city or county permit. 
Get the license number. 

— Call the Better Business Bureau at 283-4235 
or local police (in Sierra Madre at 355-1414) 
to determine if the company is legitimate. 

— Never pay cash. 

— Demand a written estimate. 

— And, most important, don’t be fooled by 
the low price.

Wooden Toys Made 
in Sierra Madre 


by Midge Morash 

“Hopkins Shop” has a good sound to it. 

Hard to guess from outside appearances what 
might be inside the old garage-type building there 
on North Lima behind the Kentucky Fried Chicken 
store. One could even pass it by for years and 
not ever know. 

The Hopkins Shop logo is a little train, engine 
and caboose, with two flat cars in between, carrying 
the letters “HOPKINS SHOP.” Both father and son 
in the Hopkins family have created a unique business 
from what was, and continues to be a “giant-sized 
hobby,” the making of little wheeled toys from 
natural woods. 

Previously in the building and cabinet business, 
the Hopkinses converted to toy manufacturing in 
1973, and moved their shop to Sierra Madre three 
years ago. The little toys which have a delightful 
simplicity of design are made to be assembled by the 
purchaser — adult or child. All that is needed is a 
little ordinary white glue. 

The parts, including wheels, are all pre-cut 
and planed, and the vehicles included in the set 
named “The Pocket Parker” come with a small 
old-fashioned garage. This too is to be assembled. 

Three separate “series” complete the 
manufacturing line. They include “The Little Train 
from Hopkins Shop,” “The Little Trucks That 
Roll,” and “The Pocket Parkers,” a total of 18 
separate units, all having the “essence” of the 
real thing. 

Anyone appreciating the feel of good smooth 
wood and simple imaginative design would find it 
difficult to pass these by without purchasing at 
least one. 

Planks of pine, birch and maple are ripped, 
planed and cut to be used as vehicle parts, while 
dowling of birch and maple is stock for wheels. 

These versatile men have designed and made 
four dual drills, and an automatic lathe of their 
own design is now in the process of assembly. In 
the interest of efficiency and as a ccst-saving measure, 
all the necessary printing such as labels, flyers, 
instructions, tags and stationery is done on their 
own press. 

Production is done a “batch” at a time, and 
each batch consists of approximately 'A million 
parts. There are generally under 10 employees.
